Following  a  Harvest  Supper  at  the  Old  :fHall  Farm  , 
of  food  poisoning  were  reported.  Samples  of  tongue,  ham,  chicken  and 
Vinegar  were  submitted  for  analysis  and  the  results  showed  that  the 
chicken,  ham  and  tongue  which  were  consumed  by  patients  were  heavily 
infected  with  Staphylococcus  Aureus.  The  farmer’s  wife  who  cooked  the 
meat  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  an  infection  of  the  nose  caused  by 
the  same  germ,  so  it  appears  probable  that  she  infected  the 
subsequently  had  penicillin  treatment  for  her  nasal  condition.
